Remarkable Cas Develop al 
~ Police Barracks, 


Leroy Harden, Former Alabama 
Banker, Brought to Atlanta With 
Shackles On His Legs—tTells 
‘His Story and Finds 
Sympathy. 


“Carried to the police barracks last 
night by an officer from vVincinnati, Leroy 
C. Harden, an ex-bank president of Ala- 
dealer in 
Florida, told a remarkable story about 
hig arrest. He told the story with shack- 
els on his legs, and so impressed those 
that Heard it that his appeal for legal 
help resulted in Attorney Harvey Hill 
being called. Mr. Hill promises to give 
the officer a lively time before he carries 
the prisoner out of Georgia, and had a 
warrant taken out charging the officer 
with kidnaping. 

Harden says he was brought from 
Florida by being kidnaped, that he was 
locked up in a mail car with the consent 
of a postoffice inspector, and that he 
has been humiliated by being forced to 
wa:k through depots and in cars with a 
chain dangling from his legs. 

The officer, who s&jd he was D. A. Cal- 
lahan, of Cincinnati, claimed that Harden 
is wanted for forgery, and that he was 
a criminal ‘‘with a record.’’ 

The Prisoner’ Arrives. 
About 9:30 o’clock last night two men 
walked into the police barracks with a 
man who. had a chain fastened to Nis 
legs. 
“Tl want this man kept here for the 
night until I can leave with him at 5 
o’ciock in the morning,’ stated the 
officer. 

Turning to the prisoner, he said: 

“Do you now want to give your name 
as Harden?’ 

The prisoner, who appeared to be per- 
fectly resigned, hung his head and re- 
plied: 

“Yes, that is my name.’’ 

When questioned, the officer said that 
Harden had been arrested in Brooksville, 
Fla., on the charge of using the mails 
for fraudulent purposes, but had been 
released on that charge. 

‘We then arrested him on the charge 
of forgery,’ stated Callahan, “and on 
that charge we now hold him. He has 
given us some trouble’’ 

The officer was asked if he wanted the 
man to spend the night with the shackels 
on him, and he replied that he would sée 
abcut it after he had inspected the prison, 

Hiarden’s Strange Story. 

The whole affair appeared very irregular 
to the police, and Harden was asked for 
his account of his arrest. He told the 
following story: 

“Tl was president of the People’s Bank 
and Trust Company of Fort Payne, Ala. 
The bank failed, but we paid all the de- 
positors.. The bank owed one man in 
Louistille, and that creditor is the cause 
of al! this trouble. My arrest is for that 
debt. I went to Brooksville, Fla., and 


the charge of using the mails for fraud- 
ulent purposes. I fought that charge on 
a writ of habeas corpus and was liberated. 
Then a warrant was served on me for 
forgery. I was alleged to be a man who 
had committed a forgery in Cincinnati, 
but, before God, I am not that man. It 
was a trumped up charge just to get me 
out of Florida. I was forcibly placed in 
a mail car by consent of a man who 
claimed to be a postoffice inspector, and 
who has accompanied Officer Callahan to 
Atlanta. I wasn’t aliowed to see my wile. 
They wouldn’t even let me go home after 
my vest. I had only 30 cents in my 
pockets. I can get all the money I want 
if I was only allowed to te.egraph for it.”’ 

Attorney Hill was told that the prisoner 
wanted a lawyer, and would like to see 
him. Mr. Hill went at once to the police 
barracks, and, after a talk with the 
prisoner, decided that steps shouid be 
taken at once to detain the man until the 
case should have a full legal investiga- 
tion. © 

Warrant For Officer. 

At the request of Attorney Hill, Justice 
Walter E. Ormond went to the police 
barracks at midnight, and before him 
Harden swore out a warrant charging 
Officer Callahan with kidnaping. 

It was stated to the justice by Harden 
that he was forcibly abducted from F-or- 
ida and kept in a mail car until the train 
reached Valdosta, this state, before he 
was informed for what he was wanted. 

The warraut was placed in the hands of 
the station sergeant, and when Officer 
Callahan calls for his prisoner this morn- 
ing he will be informed that he himself 
is a prisoner. : 

Attorney Hill will immediately com- 
municate with Harden’s lawyer in Flor- 
ida and steps will be taken to have Har- 
den released as quickly as possible.

NEW TREATY WITH RUSSIA. 


Ambassador McCormick Working for 
American Corporations. 

St. Petersburg, April 3.—Ambassador 
McCormick is negotiating with the for- 
eign office for a treaty with Russia, 
which will give to the United States cor- 
porations the right to sue in Russian 
courts and to Russian corporations the 
right to sue in courts of the United 
States. 
Under the Russian law, United States 
corporations can be sued, but cannot sue 
in the courts of the empire. This has 
caused the United States firms great an- 
noyances, as well as logses in the past. 
In addition the ambassador hopes to se- 
cure in the treaty a broad clause which 
will automatically give to United States 
corporations all privileges of whatevc? 
character now enjoyed by the oorpora- 
tions of any foreign country.

When the country is in danger it comes 
up with its full quota of men for the pub- 
lic defense and I will say again what 
I have said here before, that if the puh- 
lished reports are correct in the recent 
Spanish war the state of Georgia con- 
tributed more soldiers to the volunteer 
service than any other state in the union 
in proportion to its population.

But | still think that i 
would be the duty of that democratic 
president, even though he confined him- 


of Massachusetts, to confer and consult 
with the republican senatorg from the 
state of Massachusetts as to who are 
the proper and most desirable appointees 
in the state from the standpoint of what 
is to the interest of the people Of the 
state and particularly from the point of 
acceptability to the people of Massachu- 
setts on account of the personal cherac- 
ter and fitness of such appointees, not 
meaning to include political preferences. 

Normal and Abnormal. 
‘The distinguishing feature which dif- 
ferentiates the question of appointments 
of federal officeholders in a state like 
Massachusetts, where there are normal 
conditions, from a southern state, where 
the conditions are abnormal, is this: The 
line dividing the political parties in Mas- 
sachusétts has on each side, in large pro- 
portions, men who represent the culture. 
intelligence, morality and property inter- 
ests of the state, and even though the 
federal officers appuinted there should be- 
long to the minority party, they would, 
if properly selected, be accepiable to the 
people generally of the State, because, 
while not representing them politically, 
they would be fairly representative of 
that culture, intelligence, morality and 
property interest. That such ig not true 
in the states suffering under abnormal 
conditions is too apparent to requlre dis- 
cussion. Ag a Simple illustration, in 
Georgia the two most important federal 
executive officers are the collector of the 
port at Savannah and the collector of 
“internal revenue in the state, and each 
of these officers now is a negro—appoint- 
ments which would not have been made 
in a gtate where normal conditions pre- 
vail. 
“And what I say as to the State of 
Massachusetts I say also as tu the state 
of Ifilnois, that it would be the duty of 
a democratic “president to confer with 
the senatorg from that State as to all 
matters which relate to the best interest 
of that state, and in the selection of offi- 
cers to advise with republican senators, 
if those should represent that State, as 
to whether or not men who are propdsed 
to be appointed by him are men of good 
character, and that Ne should rely upon 
their information rather than upon the 
infSrmation of polfical heelers or other 
people in that state who du nut represent 
anybody and who have not been chosen 
by anybody to represent them.’’ 
Senator Spooner asked whether the sen- 
ator from Georgia intended to use the 
word ‘‘duty”’ in hig reference to what 
he deemed the president’s constitutiona: 
duty in its strict sense. 

Violation of Proprieties. 
“T do not mean that it is the duty 
in the sense that he would violate a spe- 
cific law if he does not do it,"’ responded 
Senator Bacon, “‘but I do mean to say 
that it is a duty In the sense that there 
is an obligation upon him to inform him- 
self as to what is to the best interests ot 
a state when he comes to appoint an 
officer in it. 
“The president,’’ he added, ‘violates the 
proprieties, he violates an obligation, if 
he makes an appointment without regard 
to the interests of the people of a state; 
and I say the obligation is in the presi. 
dent to endeavor to make appointments 
which shall be in the line of the interests 
of the people of a@ state and acceptable 
to them; and that whatever may be the 
political views of the people of a state, 


the official obligation rests upon him to 
inform himself whether the appointments

The burning of Preston, the arrest of 
Morgan and Harrell, charged with the 
orime, the alleged confession of Morgan, 
who tmplicated Harrell, his uncle, and 
the apparently narrow escape from 
lynching at the hands of outraged citi- 
gens, are well remembered. 

At the time of the arrest Morgan is 
gald to have confessed that his uncle, 
Wiarrell, hired him to apply the torch. 
Judge Littlejohn, of Americus, ordered 
out the military here and went, in per- 
won, aboard a special train, to effect 
the rescue of the accused men. 

The military arrived in time, and the 
prisoners were brought to Amerious, 
where they have since been held in 
gail for safe keeping. 

There is no fear entertained now for 
the safetly of the prisoners, but should 
danger arise the military may again 
be summoned to Preston during the 
trial. Judge Littlejohn hops, however, 
that such precaution wil] not be neces- 
sary.

chances are they will go through safely, 
even though fhey shouki happen to be 
handled by some clerk whe was inclined 
te be dishonest. 


Bpeaking of the mail service the other 
day a well known postoffice inspector, 
who are one time made his headquarters 
in Atlanta, made some remarks which 
are brought to mind by Mr. Geissinger’s 
little “‘test.’’ 

‘fhe Unftet States eearyvice has 
never to my knowledge béen more free 
from dishonest employeos than at the 
present time,’ he said, “and I have been 
in the dervide more than a dozen years. 
There ig not more than one man arrested 
for robbing the malls nowadays where 
there were five or six eight or ten years 
ago. This may be attributed to several 
facts. It ig true thaf there has been no 
change in human natyre, ever prone to 
yield to temptation, but far more Care i8 
exercised now in the selection of : post- 
office and mall service @mployees and 
they are generally a Detfer set of men 
than they used to be. 

‘Then, of course, the government’s rigid 
system of surveillance has something to 
do with it. There are between 1650 and 
200 postoffice inspectors in the service, 
and ‘their territory is constantly changed 
so that they exercise a careful watchful- 
ness over the workings of all the larger 
postoffices and of the mai] service. The 
employees know this and they are held 
pretty well within check even should any 
of them be inclined to dishonesty. Now 
and then a man slips up and begins to 
open letters for the money there is ‘in 
them. If he does it once he will do it 
again, and sooner or later suspicions will 
be aroused. Then it is a comparatively 
Casy matter to catch the suspect, or 
rather to determine whether the suspi- 
cions are wel] founded. A decoy letter 
or two with marked coins or bills usually 
tell the story. 

“It is a pecullar fact that mail clerks 
can soon learn to tel] whether there are 
any bills in a letter by the ‘feel,’ even 
though the currency be wrapped in sev- 
era] sheets of paper. There is a peculiar 
‘feel’ about money that the thickness of 
an envelope and a sheet of paper will not 
hide. The presence of a coin, of course, 
can easily be told. But such letterg are 
not tampered with nearly so much now- 
adays as they once were, for the clerk 
inclined to be dishonest don’t know when 
he is going ito run up against a decoy 
letter. It is true we are not making 
sO many arrests now as we once did, but 
the public igs protected, and that, after 
all, is the important fact”’ 


Few people are aware of the fact that 
there is such a thing im existence as a- 
pass which is good on every railroad and 
every steamship line in the United States. 
Such is the case, however, and these 
passes, for there is a goodly number of 
them outstanding, are not signed by the 
president of any railroad company, nor 
the president of any syndicate that 1s 
supposed to contro] a big share of the 
railroad mileage. 

These passes are signed simply by, the 

postmaster general of the United States, 
and all of them are in the possession 
of the postoffice inspectors whose duties 
are liable to call them at any-time from 
Portland, Maine, to Portland, Oregon, or 
from Duluth, Minn., to El Paso, Tex. 
There are, therefore, not more than 200 
of these passes in existence, 
These passes are issucd i accordance ¢ 
With contracts with the railroad com- 
panies that handle the mails, but they 
are frequently accepted for transporta- 
tion by small railroad companies and 
steamship lines which do not participate 
in these contracts. In some cases post- 
office inspectors have even secured Pull- 
man transportation on them. 


As an instance of how postoffice in- 
spectors are sometimes carried to most 
distant points in the performance of their 
duties, a recent case may prove of some 
interest. 

A woman entered several stores in u 
certain southern city and bought a lot 
of goods, offering payment for them in 
stamps. The matter was reported to the 
local postoffice and the inspector, who 
happened to be present, was notified. 
Now, the inspector knew nothing of this 
particular woman, but he had information 
of a postmaster in the far west who 
had been making way with numerous 
postage stamps, and the description of 
the woman, who was said to have been 
his wife, fit the report in the case ex- 
actly. The inspector found the woman, 
seized the stamps and put her under 
bond, 

When the inspector made a report of 
the case the arrest of the postmaster 
who lived on the far Pacific coast soon 
followed. The inspector was, within a 
month, summoned to Seattle, Wash., to 
appear before the United States district 
court to testify against the aforesaid 
postmaster. It developed on the trial 
that the postmaster had not stolen the 
stamps, but had paid for them himself, 
pretending to have sold them, thus boost- 
ing up the receipts of his office and in- 
creasing his salary. This was almost as 
much of a crime against the government 
as it would have been to steal the stamps. 
A conviction of thé migor offense fol- 
lowed, and a fine or a short term in jail 
was the sentence. It shows, however, 
how a postoffice inspector may be called 
on to jump quickly from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific coast in the performance 
of his duty. 


LONDON EXCHANGE ACTIVE. 


Continental. Business Interests Re- 
covered From Shock of War. 


London, April 3.—Business on the stock 
exchange during the past week was more 
active, largely owing to a revival of 
confidence on the Paris Bourse, from 
which large buying orders were received, 
as well as from Berlin, Amsterdam ani 
Brussels, showing that the continent had 
resumed its courage to transact business 
which had been rudely shaken by th: 
outbreak of the war between Russia and 
Japan. Cheap money also continued to 
favor small investments and the Anglo-

To Escape Expulsion.

Washington, » April 3.—(Special.)—To

to guide the senate in its treatment of

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| poay will take officially of it. 
The statute under which Mr. Burton 
was convicted contains this provision: 


“BDvery person offending against this 
. » #hall, moreover, be ren- 


a 
dered forever thereafter incapable of 
holding any office of honor, trust or 
profit under the government of the United 
Btates.”” 

Some senators are inclined to believe 


that this law acts automatically, and 
that with final conviction and sentence, 
Mr. Burton would cease to be a member 
of the senate. The best lawyers in wwe 
body, however, hold that the section 
quoted cannot be so construed, because 
fin such case the majority of congress 
would have delegated to the courts the 
yested authority of each house to “pun- 
'@sh its own members for disorderiy be- 
havior, and, with the .concurrence of 
two-thirds, expel a member;” and to 
take away from members the rights un- 
Ger the section of the constitution which 
provides that “no persun shall be con- 
wicted without the concurrence of two- 
thirds of the membership present.” 

It seems to be the best opinion, there- 
fore, that if the final decision is against 
Genator Burton, the genate will be com- 
| pelled to formally expel him from its 
membership. 

Will Await Final Decision. | 

It is certain that nothing will be done, 
however, until the appeal of Senator 
Burton for a new trial, or his appeal to 
gm higher court, is disposed of. There can 
be no question of the result if the de- 
gision of the lower court is sustained 
and Burton is sentenced to prison, for, 
of course, it is beyond the limits of rea- 
gon that a man sent to prison for a crim- 
{nal offense should be permitted to retain 
his membership in either branch of con- 
gress. 

The discussion growing out of the Bur- 
ton case has brought to light an inter- 
esting compilation of senate election 
cases, running from 1789 to 1903, in 
which are shown the various cases of 
expulsion of members for various causes. 
William Blount, a senator from Tennes- 
pee, from 1796 to 
penator to be expelled. He was found 
guilty by a special committee of investi- 
gation of the authorship of a letter capa- 
ble of various constructions, but which, 
in his own mind—according to the Yetter 
itself—appeared to be “inconsistent with 
the interests of the United States and 
Spain.” He was adjudged guilty of a 
high misdemeanor, and was expelleg by 
a vote of 26 to I. tj 

John Smith, a senator from Ogio, was 
charged with complicity in the Aaron 
Burr conspiracy. . Indictments were 
found against him in the courts of Vir- 
ginia, but he was not convicted. After 
@ long debate, the vote upon resolutions 
of expulsion was !9 to 10, not the neces- 
gary two-thirds; but Smith closed the in- 
pcident by resigning his seat. 


During Civil War. 
Several southern senators were formal- 


1799, was the first 


ly expelled when their states seceded. 
Senator Jesse D. Wright, from Indiana, 
was expelled in 1862 upon the charge of 
disloyalty to the United States, his of- 
fending being that he had written to 
Jefferson Davis, when he was secretary 
of war, a letter of introduction of a man 
who had for sale an “improvement in 
firearms.” This occurred just before the 
outbreak of the civil war. 

Senator Simmons, of Rhode Isiand, re- 
signed before final action could be taken 
upon charges against rm. This case 
also had to do with the civil war. It 
came up in 1862. The preamble of fhe 
resolution of expulsion cited that Sim- 
mons had used his official influence to 
procure an order authorizing a certain 
person to manufacture rifles for the gov- 
ernment, and that Simmons had agreed 
to receive $50,000 as compensation for 
what he had done. The. committee on 
judiciary reported that the evidence sub- 
stantiated the charges; but congress ad- 
journed without taking action, and Sim- 
mons resigned before it reconvened. 

Another senator who escapec triai 
upon serious charges because his term 
came to an end—this time by limitation— 
was Senator Patterson, of New Hamp- 
shire. He was charged with bribery as 
the result of the investigations of a com- 
mittee of the house of representatives, 
to which was given the duty of making 
a secret investigation into certain allega- 
tions of bribery or attempted bribery 
upon members of that body. The senate 
could not cansider the charges at the 
session at which they were presented, 
and before the next session Mr. P:séer- 
son’s term had‘expired. The senate, when 
it took the case up, voted that there 
was a question of its competency to act 
after Mr. Patterson had ceased to be a 
member of the body, and the case was 
dropped with that. 


AN EASTER BONNET TRAGEDY 


Woman Falls Dead While In Act of 
Donning Her New Easter Hat. 
Coroner Investigates. 

While tn the act of donning her new 
Baster hat, Missouri Winship, a negro 
woman who lives at 200 Butler street, 
fell dead Yesterday morning. The coro- 
ner was notified and he investigated the 
ease. 

The woman, who was about forty-five 
years of age, purchased a fine new bon- 
net for Easter. She was apparently in 
good health when she arose yesterday 
morning. At 10:30 o’clock she dressed to 
attend church. As she was placing the 
new bonnet on her head she cried Out: 

“Oh, my heart.” 

She staggered to a bed, and when those 
near her reached her side she was dead, 

The coroner decided that an inquest 
was unnecessary. 


THREE THROWN FROM BUGGY 


Man and Two Women Hurt by Run- 
away Horse In West End Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 

While taking a ride in a buggy yes- 
terday afternoon, Ruth Miles and Carrie 
Allen. two white women who live at 71% 
South Broad street, were thrown from 
the buggy by the horse running away and 

they were both painfully injured. 

It was reported to the police that a 
man was in the buggy with the women, 
but he could not be found, as he drove 
off before the officers arrived on the 
seene. He was also hurt. 

The trio were riding in West End at 
the time of the accident. When they 


treached the corner of Beecher and Lee 


streets, the horse took fright and tried 
to run away. The buggy was overturned 
and the occupants thrown out. 

The women were taken to the Grady 
hospital. Ruth Miles was cut on the 
face and severely bruised about the body. 
Carrie Allen had her collar bone broken.

CRIME GROWS 
IN CAROLINA 


Negroes of Old North State 
Are Making Bad 
Record, 


Raleigh, N. C., April 2.—(Special.)— 
George McNeill, the negro who felonious- 
ly assaulted Erima Taylor, colored, on 
the street here last January, escaped with 
a sentence of fifteen years in the de- 
partment for the criminal insane in the 
penitentiary, it having been discoverea 
that he had made his escape from that 
department. He is a very dangerous 
criminal, but his insanity was quite 
clearly proved. 

The nomination of Spegcer Blackburn 
by the republicans for congress in the 
eighth district has been for weeks fully 
expected, and the democrats regarded 
him as a much less formidable candidate 
than Augustus H. Price or even than 
ex-Congressman R. Z. Linney, his prin- 
cipal competitor.

Increase of Crime In Carolina. 
The increase of crime among the ne- 
groes in this state is very marked and 
is arresting the attention of the leaders of 
that race. The latest crime is the shoot- 
ing by James Crunt of his wife and her 
paramour, Mammet Montgomery. Crump 
killed the man instantly and dangerously 
wounded his wife. He has surrendéred to 
the authorities. Most of the crimes this 
year are committed by negroes, the of- 
fenses being largely of a ‘serious char- 
acter, mainly murders.

Thus 
the company at Fayetteville, the oldest 
in the state, having been organized in 
1793, will cease to be company A of the 
First regiment, and will become com- 
pany F of the Second, its place in the 
First regiment being taken by a company 
that is being organized at Hickory. It 
appears probable that the brigade en. 
campment to be commanded by Brigadier 
Genera] Joseph F. Armfield will be held 
somewhere about the center of the state, 
possibly at Pinehurst, where there are 
very spacious and beautiful open grounds. 
The governor and staff will be at Pine- 
hurst two days this week, the guests of 
Leonard Tifts, the owner.

The full dress uniform wili 
be prescribed in a general order soon to 
be issued. It will be the uniform of the 
general army with only two exceptions, 
these being the letters “N. C."’ on the 
collar and the use of @tate buttons, It is 
said that if the state furnishes the die 
for the buttons the war department will 
use it and make the latter. There are 
imitations to this effect. This dress unl- 
form will, of course, be dark blue. All 
the troops now have the dark blue un- 
dress as well as khaki for summer wear. 
The light battery has been completely 
equipped with gatlings and small arms, 
and there is tentage and cuviepiete camp 
equipment for’ the entire force, It is 
estimated that the brigade encampmen, 
will cost about $22,000, and this money 
has been secured from the war depart- 
ment, so everything is ready. 

Raleigh Dispensary Makes Money. 

The dispensary is found to be a money- 
maker here at Raleigh. f[he sales for 
the first quarter amounted to $38,000, on 
which the profits are $14,7000, or an 
average of nearly $5,000 a month, The 
dispensary board has turned over to this 
city $8,000 out of these profits, half of 
which goes to this county.

Belle Fontaine, Ohio, April 3.—The 
levees of the Lewiston reservoir, al- 
though weak and insecure in many places, 
did not give way during last night, not- 
withstanding a wall of water 3 feet in 
height was whipped over the emoank- 
ments by a strong north wind, which 
blew throughout the entire night.

The men who con- 

femn or é@ven ignore the truths of &ci- 

ence, or the facts of history, or the wit- 

ness of Christian consciousness cannot 

offer this prayer without judging them- 

selves,’ 

So, we would answer, God’s name 

Stands for all of Himself a8 we are able 

to apprehend Him in nature, in the on- 
ward movements of history, in revela- 
tion, in human inspiration, in divine hu- 

man consciousness, in the mora] attrib- 
utes of the best men and Women, but 
especially in the character of Jesus of 
Nazareth. 

Jesus said, “He that hath seen Me hath 
geen the Father.”’ The moSt perfect 
revelation that has ever been made of 
the character of God to the human mind 
and heart was the Man of Galilee, for He 
expressed the moral attributes of God 
in terms of humanity. He put into flesh 
Q@nd blood the essential qualities of the 
great heart of the Eternal. What a great 
pity it has heen that religious leaders 
have been afraid to trust the full reve- 
lation that Jesus made of the Father's 
heart. He is a rare preacher who dares 
stand before his congregation and speak 
of God wholly in terms supplied him 
by Jesus. 

Jesus teaches us to pray that God's 
namg be hallowed. What does that 
mean? WNot that we may mention the 
name of God with ‘‘bated breath and 
downcast eyes,” but it is to ask that the 
holiness of His inmost nature may be 
known, felt, recognized and adored Dy 
us and all men. It Means, too, that we' 
ghall hold our Father’s name and 4ll 
that it stands for of priceless worth and 
infinite goodness as sacredly dear and 
dearly sacred. 

Unless one approaches to the object of 
his worship with a worthy conception in 
his mind he cannot sincerely pray thet 
the name of the One to whom he ad- 
dresses his prayer shall be loved and 
reverenced by all men. We can pray the 
prayer, ‘‘Hallowed by Thy name, to the 
Father whom Jesus reveals, but We Can- 
not pray it to a cruel despot, a powerful 
tyrant or to blind fate. When wWe ap- 
prehend God as the Father whom Jesus 
revealed, and see the perfect holiness 
which, was exhibited ‘‘when love threw 
itself ‘into closest contact with sinners 
and yet was shameless amidst the shamed 
and unspotted amid the spotted,’’ then 
we cry with sincerity and loving rever- 
ence, ‘Hallowed by Thy name,” 

What an inestimable blessing it would 
have been to the world if the teachers 
whe went before us, and those of us 
who stand today ag instructors of the 
peopte, had only caught the vision of the 
Father as Jesus caught it and revealed 
it. The most ifreperable loss has been 
that, in listening to others than the Man 
of Galflee, we have failed to know God 
as our Father. “To mix God with His 
creatures, first with what is highest ir 
them and then with what is mean and 
base, to treat Him as the author of evil 
to whose will men attribute their mis- 
fortunes, while they credit their prosper- 
ity to Juck or chance, to identify Him 
with a being whom, if he were man, we 
should hate, who launched His children 
on a hopeless Struggle here amjd“évery 
difficulty and temptation, ana who will 
torture them fererer and ever if they 
fail in an almost impossible attempt to 
succeed in that strggle—this hag been 
the tendency~not of His enemies, but 
alas! too often of the loudest champions 
of His cause. The God of the religious 
systematizer is a being who, if he wera 
man, we should hate @nd flee from, wa 
should most of all desire that He should 
not exist.’ f 

“The blotting out of the Holy God lpas 
been the worst work of religious obscur- 
antists of whatever school. They have 
made religion a matter of observance 
and have buried Him who gives motive 
to observance under a cloud of misrep- 
resentation. We have to get back, some 
of us, slowly and haltingly, from a cor- 
rupt tradition to facing the first necessj- 
ty, to Believing in a holy God. That which 
stands in the way of thousands of sin- 
ners today is the religiousness of men 
who make religion their God instead of 
making the God of Jesus their religion. 
Some of us, if we Spoke the deep secret 
of our hearts, would have to confess 
that bad teaching had driven us to share 
the feeling of the little bush boy in “The 
Story of an African Farm,’”’ who, when 
asked about his religious experience, said, 
“I love Jesus Christ, but I hate God.” 

“O, the infinite pity that thes best 


SUBJECT: The Sacred Name. : 
THXT: “Hallowed be thy name.” 
Matt. 60. 


Very Ukely most of us have repeated 
this prayer thousands of times. But have 
We ever stopped to consider the strange 
@trangement of the petitions? Does it 
not sfPprise us when we stop to think of 
It that “hallowed be Thy name” should 
come first in order, aa if it suggested that 
it was of primary importance? 

There is no single petition of the en-- 
tire prayer that means so little to most 
of us, and yet, when properly under- 
stood, there is not one that outranks it 
tn importance. 

If any one of us should be asked what 
he conceived to be the matter of great- 
east moment, and therefore the thing 
which should be first and most eagerly 
Bought after when he entered the closet 
of prayer, he would probably reply: 
“Bread. I am poor and needy. I am 
@Diritually poverty stricken. I must have 
food for my fainting body, and spiritual 
‘nourishment for my fainting soul.” Or 
ihe would reply: “Forgiveness. I am a 
‘ereat sinner. I have broken my Father's 
commandments. I have violated His 
laws. iI stand condemned before the 
bar.of His justice. I need pardon. I 
orave divine forgiveness!” Or he would 
reply: noe. I am bound to a 
Gody of death. I am caught in the toile 
of evil. I am undone unless I can find a 
Geliverer. I must call upon One mighty 
to help and save to extricate me from 
my place of peri.® 

But Jesus does not teach us so. The 
@reat heart~<ries for bread, forgiveness 
and ‘deliverance are postponed until mat- 
tere of jarger importance are considered 
by us. 

When once we realize that we are in 
the presence of our Holy Father, that we 
@re there as one of a countless host of 
brethren with whose interests our Own 
are inseparably bound up, and realize that 
We are speaking to One in the realm of 
pure spirit, and ovme to tell, as best we 
know, the deep needs of our souls, we 
see then that it is of far greater moment 
that we should have a proper idea of God 
and a proper reverence for Him than that 
we shall be fat and full of worldly goods. 

“We may find two reasons why the pe- 
tition, “Hallowed be Thy name,’’ is 
placed first by our Master. The first was 
a temporary reason, and applied to the 
conditions which confronted Him as a 
teacher of the Jews. The religious lead- 
ers of His day were profaning the name 
of God, and it was necessary for Him to 
correct the evil influence of their thought 
and practice They had narrowed God 
till He had become in their thought the 
partial deity of the Jew€sh nation. The 
Greek jooked upon every man not a Greek 
as a barbarian, but the Jew looked upon 
every man not a Jew as a dog. While 
Jehovah was regarded by them ag the 
Creator of heaven and earth, yet He 
Was not regarded as in any true sense 
the God or Father of the Gentiles. Un- 
der such a conception, human brother- 
‘hood was impossible. So when Jesus 
taught His Jewish disciples to pray, “Our 

Father, hallowed be Thy name,” He 

tanght them the broad conception of uni- 

versal fatherhood and universal brother- 
hood, and the Importance of holding in 
‘reverence a God who was the impartial 

Father of all nations, races and peoples 

upon the face of the earth. 

But the religious doctors of Jesus’ day 
did not stop with narrowing God to a 
national deity, they eyen taught that He 
had favorites in the Jewish race. 

The parable of Dives and Lazarus was 
spoken by Jesus to counteract this no- 
tion. To the orthodox Jew, wealth was a 
sign of God's favor and poverty a sign 
of His reproach. But Jesus in the para- 
ble taught that Dives, the rich Pharisee 
who gave every evidence in his opulence 
of God’s favor, awoke after death in tor- 
ment; while Lazarus, who showed every 
sign of His disfavor, awoke in Abraham's 
bosom. 

The parable of the Pharisee and pub- 
lican at prayer in the temple, in one of 
its minor points, teaches the same thing. 
‘The Pharisee prayed a strictly orthodox 

» prayer when he said: ‘I thank Thee » 

God that I am not as other men. I thank 

‘Thee that I am not as bad man as that 

publican standing there.”” He charged 

God with being responsible for tiie differ- 

ence between himself, the righteous one, 

and the wicked publican. His idea of 

God was wholly wrong. it was unjust, 

So Jesus sald that the publican, who 
took the blame of his wickedness upon 
himself and cried for mercy, went down 
‘to his hvuure justified, rather than the 
sleek Pharisee who charged God with par- 
tiality. 

The second reason was, and is, an abid- 
ing one, namely: the far-reaching im- 
portance of knowing and reverencing 
God. 
What does God’s name mean? Name 
stands for nature. It means God Him- 
self as revealed and manifested. It in- 
cludes everything by which He is Known

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At St. Mark church the Easter morning 
service included a beautiful musica] pro- 
gTamme, communion and sermon by the 
pastor, Dr. Charles O. Jones. Text, 
Cor. xv, 21-22. ‘‘For since by man came 
death, by man came also the resurrection 
of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shal] all be made alive.’’ 

He said substantially: 

“Early Christians exchanged Easter 
greetings. ‘Christ, the Lord, is risen,’ 
‘He is risen indeed.’ Unless Christ be 
risen, every prophecy is unfulfilled, every 
promise is broken and all claims for Him 
are false, the Bible is a gigantic lie and 
all our hopes are scattered. His resurrec- 
tion, well attested, proves contrary propv- 
sitions to all these statements. The Jews 
taunted ithe Christ as He hung on the 
cross—‘If thou be the Son of God, come 
down from the cross;’ ‘He saved others, 
Himself He cannot save.’ 

‘“‘They should have gone to that sealed 
tomb in Joseph of Arimathea’s garden and 
cried through the rock door, ‘If thou be 
the Son of God as thou hast claimed, come 
forth from ithe dead.’ 

‘There would have been a test to set 
their tongues quiet, and then affrighted 
souls would have fallen away from His | 
appearance. Death sat in the tomb with 
His icy fingers on the pulseless wrist and 
noting fhe silent heart in the cold and 
clammy breast. But on the third day 
death retreated, defeated and dismayed. 
Warmth came to the coagulated blood, 
the bosom heaved again with regular res- 
piration and the closed eyes were again 
lit with life and the silent tomb was 
deserted. By His resurrection Christ be- 
came the Lord of the living and the deady 
His glorious kingdom can suffer no more 
defeat. but enters upon a worldwide con- 
ques®, 

“The three days in the tomb may be 
compared to a beleaguered city, three 
days of armistice being declared the 
stricken forces are gathered and mar- 
shaled to a sally that proves victorious 
when the days of battle are resumed. 
‘Had Christ not risen, Christianity 
would be false in its very origin. Roman 
and Jewish law would have continued 
their struggle uselessly for supremacy. 
The resurrection gave courage to the 
disciples. Peter and John were released 
from their cowardice and fears and were 
emboldened to make clear proclamation of 
a crucified and a resurrected Lord. The 
church was begun to rise rapidly and 
spread its conquests from twelve men to 
three thousand on the day of Pentecost 
and the countless thousands later that 
became pert of it. Seas, mountaihs and 
other boundaries offer no obstruction to 
its wide advance.

It 
Rherefore should be the study of every 
farmer how to do the work required, in 
not only the most effective manner, but 
“with the smaett expenditure of useless 
labor. There is such a thing as false 
economy, which may be likened to “‘sav- 
ing at the epigot and losing at the bung ’”’ 
\A fartner may think he is saving money 
by planting his cotton seed by hand in- 
stead of buying a cotton planter. In #0 
doing he may waste a hundred bushels of 
peed in planting a hundred acres of cot- 
ton—enough to bring $25 in the market, 
or produce 60 bushels of corn if used as 
a fertilizer for that grain. Or if he does 
‘not waste his planting seed he may lose 
e stand of cotton, and thereby lose One 
Or two bales of cotton. 
He may save a few cents to the hand 
fy using his o14 cottOn hoes—those he has 
_ been using, maybe, two years or more— 
and lose, thereby 25 per cent per day in 
the efficiency and effectiveness of the 
‘man with the hoe.”’ So he may persist 
in using the scooter and a 16-inch scrape 
In cultivating his corn and cotton. Why 
not? A scooter stock, scooter, scrape and 
, all, may be bought for little more than 
2 dollar, while a good horse, hoe and cul- 
_tivator would cost $6 or $8. So he saves 
' the difference of four or five dollars and 
} congratulates himself on his prudence and 


,@hree trips to a 3-foot cotton row, or 
‘five or six furrows to a 6-foot cor nrow, 
end goes to sle@p at night with a clear 
conscience and without lying awake to 
make any calculations more ¢laborate 
than to subtract one dollar from six 
dollars. leaving five dollars. But his more 
progressive neighbor buys a good cultl- 
wator. one that will “clean out® a 3 
foot row at one trip or a 5 Or 6-foot row 
at “one round.” and not one alone, 
but one for every plow animal. At 
the end of a week this latter has gone 
over his corn crop and Is ready for his 
cotton; while the scooter-and-scrape man 
has only accomplished half as much. 
But the scooter-and-scrape farmer says 
‘my mules are not large enough, nor 
' strong enough to pull “one of them 
things” by himself.

170 pounds, guiding a 20-pound plow anid

Second—Nitrogen, 2.47 per cent; water solu- 
ble. 7 per cent: citrate soluble, 1 per cent; 
acid soluble, 1 per cent; potash, 4 per cent. 
Commercia! value, $19.46. 

Both are a cotton seed meal body. Now, 
will you please tell me which of these two 
will be the best to use, as I have stated; and 
how to apply same for best results on the 
lands mentioned? Now I beg to say that the 
reason I come to you for information is be- 
cause I get more and better advice from you 
than anywhere else, and I hope I am not 
worrying you, and hope you will give me 
the desired information. Now, if {ft is not 
asking too much, tell us how to apply and 
how to cultivate. 

Let me ask you abdut a fertilizer I have 
for corn: Nitrogen, 2 per cent: Water soluble, 
5 per cent: citrate soluble, 1 per cent; ac 
soluble. 1 per cent; potash. 5 per cent. Com- 
mercial value $17. How much of this epply 
to corn on upland, and-hew to apply? Please 
understand I am trying to better the oondi- 
tion of the g interests with your help. 
By answering you will do a great favor to us. 

Answer—My experience on the Georgia ex- 
periment station, covering a period -of fifteen 
years, leads to. the conclusion that fertilizers 
for cotton, corn and other fleld crops should 
be applied at least two weeks before planting 
time and bedded on. This fs especially true 
whon the fertilizer is composed of cotton seed 
meal, as the nitrogenous ingredient and 
kainit or mumate of potash as the potagsic 
ingredient; because each of these must un- 
dergo a complete chemicag chan in the soll 
before the plant food will become available: 

If not mere than 600 pounds per acre be in- 
tended, the whole of it may bo put in the 
bedding furrow, and mixed thoroughly with 
the soil by a scooter plow furrow. If much 
more than 600 pounds, divide the amount be- 
tween the bedding furrow and one or both 
the Msting furrows. The rows should not be 
wider apart than 8% feet, and if only one bale 
or less per acre is expected, they may well 
be not wider than 3 feet. Bed up, leaving a 
good open water furrow. Just ahead of the 
planting board or harrow off the beds, so as 
to reduce their height somewhat and furnish a 
smooth, moist surface in which to plant. Plant 
a@n early variety and put to a stand of one 
Want every 10 or 12 inches, as soon as the 
plants have 38 or 4 leaves. 

I recommend formula No. 2, so often pub- 
lished (1,000 pounds acid phosphate, 14 per 
cent; 700 pounds of cotton meal, 75 pounds 
muriate of potash) or any good fertilizer that 
Will analyze 10-3-3, or 9-2.70-2.70, or 8-2.40- 
2.40, or 7-2.10-2.10. The first fertilizer you 
propose to furnish analyzes, according to my 
interpretation of your statement, 8-2-1. Possi- 
bly it may do on your soil, but I would pre- 
fer more nitrogen and potash. The second 
fertilizer you propose analyzes 8-2.47-4, is bet- 
ter; certainly better for old lands, and would 
give more profitable results at the prices 
named. 

The fertilizer you propose for corn is not 
well balanced, containing too much potash 
and too iittle nitrogen. See formula No. 1 in 
Bulletin 63. 

I presume you are a subscriber, else you 
would not write; but I fear you do not read 
the farmers’ page closely. Ali of the foregoing 
information haa@ been given time and again in 
the Farm and Farmers’ department. Every 
dealer in fertilizers should keep posted as to 
the best formulas and the proper mode of ap- 
plying fertilizers. 


HOME-MIXED FERTIILAZDR. 

J. M. L., Prattville, Ala.—I am mixing my 
own fertilizer this year, @nd would like to 
know what you think of the following 
formula:

I used 400 pounds per acre. Land is sandy 
loam with red clay subsoil, and made last 
year three-fourths of a bale of cotton per 
acre, using 300 pounds of a mixture of equal 
parts of acid phosphate and cotton seed meal. 
I preferred to use your formula No. 2, but am 
doing business for another man, and he fhought 
differently. 

Answer—The formula as you state it would 
analyze about as follows: 5.77ph.-2.45ni.-7.52po., 
and is very badly balanced for any crop that 
I know of, being entirely too low in phos- 
phoric acid and excessively high in potash— 
fully three times too much. If you had left 
out the 200 pounds of muriate entirely (about 
$5 worth) and added about 300 pounds of acid 
phosphate to the formula, you would have 
had a much more effective fertilizer at a cost 
of $3 less per ton. 


FOWL MANURE. 

J. F., Mount Airy, Ga.—I have about 500 
poun@s of hen manure, and wishing to make 
a fertilizer out of it, my idea is using 204 
pounds (12 per cent) phosphate acid, 200 
pounds cotton seed meal, one sack of salt and 
40 pounds of potash, and mix with the same. 
Please tell me through The Constitution what 
would be the best to mix with !t for corn and 
cotton? 

Angswer—You are as Many other readers 
who do not read the Farmers’ department nor 
file away the page containing it, else you 
would have read the reply to Dr. N. W. Wil- 
liams, under the above heading, in the issue 
of February 1. It was stated in that reply 
that ‘‘dry, ummixed hen manure; allowing it 
to contain 10 per cent of moisture, would 
analyze about: Phosphate acid, 2 per cent; 
nitrogen, 2.50 per cent; potash, 1.25 per cent. 
It contains, therefore, about as much phas- 
phoric acid and potash as does cotton seed 
meal and about one-third as much nitrogen. 
lt would be an excellent application to 
onions, Irish potatoes and garden vegetables

Will murigte of 

potash act quicker kainit, and is it pref- 

erable on sweet potatoes? I see you recom- 

mend in your formula. I ask because I have 

a supply of kainit, and want to decide wheth- 

er it will pay to buy muriate and discard the 

kainit. Thanking you in advance for your/ 
advice, I am yours truly. ’ 
Answer—In my special editorials in regard 
to formulating fertilizers for particular soils, 
I have insisted that the intelligent farmer 
should be the better judge of the expediency 
of modifying the standard fertilizers. This is 
not a difficult case. If it Is your purpose to 
fertilize quite liberally, I would not change the 
formula at all, What I mean by iMberal ferttl- 
izing is the application of 600 to 800 pounds 
per acre and upward. If only a moderate 
amount is to be applied, say less than 500 
pounds, I think it may be welf to reduce the 
meal and nitrate of soda by  one-thini. 
Muriate is better than kainit, but sulphate Is 
better than either. The chlorine of the muriate 
and still more the chlorine of the kainit tends 
to prevent the development of starch in both 
sweet and Irish potatoes. I consider that the 
objection has but little force in the case of 
sweet potatoes, as we do not wish, partic- 
ularly, a mealy sweet potato. Having the 
kainit on hand, I would not hesitate to use 
it. In all the formulas I suggest muriate, be- 
cause it is a cheaper source of potash than is 
kainit. 


FORMULAS FOR COTTON AND MELONS. 
J. W. H., Buffalo, Ala.—I want to ask a few 
questions, if you will allow me: 

1. I have a piece of gray land with red clay, 
was in cotton last year, and I am going fo 
plant cotton om it this year. I have put about 
200 pounds of guano to the acre of a guano 
that analyzes: Available phosphoric acid, 9, 
nitrogen, 2.47; potash, 3. Is this balanced for 
cotton? If not, what would you advise using 
with the seeds when planting? 

2. Will it pay to broadcast 400 pounds of 
guano to the acre for corn on bottom land? 
Guano is a@ 10-1.65-2, and 200 in drill when 
planting. 

3. Is m 10-4-4 guano good for watermelons and 
potatoes? Please let me hear from you. 
Answer—1l. The fertilizer analyzing 9-2.47-3 is 
very well suited for cotton. It is a little short 
in nitrogen, which may be cured by applying 
dn the drill with the planting seed about 3% 
pounds of nitrete of soda. It would pay you 
better to apply twice the quantity of the 
fertilizer to each acre and plant a emaliler 
area. 

2. No, it would not pay you to broadcast 200 
pounds of fertilizer per acre on corn on bot- 
tom land, or any other land, so well as to 
apply it In the furrow undeg the corn, or near 
the seed when planting. applying so small 
@ quantity, it is always best to apply it as 
nearly as possible at the time of planting, if 
not applied before planting, which I think is 
better. 

3. The 10-4-4 guano would be excellent for 
watermelons and sweet potatoes; in fact, just 
about right; but it should have more nitrogen, 
say about 15 pounds to each hundredweight. 
The nitrate might be applied as a top dress- 
ing, eay half a teaspoonful around each hill 
as soon as the plants come up, and repeated 
in two or three weeks, increasing the quantity. 


COW POX—ECZEMA. 

M. H. P., Timmonsville, S. C.—I have a cow, 
a very fine one. She has three hard lumps 
in one side of her bag, also has little pimples 
all around the teats and up the back part of 
her bag.. They are full Of corruption, easily 
mashed out, but comes back again. Wil) calf 
in a month. Some say it is all caused by 
stopping milking too soon, which was about 
two months ago. I bought her to keep her 
from the butcher. I got her at beef prices. 
Her record is five gallons per day. 
Anewer—Your descriptiog is not sufficiently 
complete to enable me to say with confidence 
what is the matter. If you had stated how 
long she hus deen affected, it would have 
enabled me to determine whether it is an 
ordinary case of cow pox, or something else. 
The cow pox runs its gourse in ten to fifteen 
days, if the blisters be not fmterfered with. 
Possibly it is a form of ecz@ma. Give her a 
dose of one and a half pounds of Pipsom salts 
dissolved in half a gallon of cold water. Fol- 
low this‘ with two doses or powders per day 
of the mixture: Four ounces each of pulver- 
ized copperas and saltpeter, mixed and divided 
into 24 powders. Give one morning and evening 
in a bran mash. Wash the affected skin with 
a solution of one ounce of carbonate of potash 
dissolved in one quart of water. Rub i!t in 
well; then use warm water to wash it off. 
If it seems to itch much, wash with a solu- 
tion of half ounce of sugar of lead in one 
quart of water along with two ounces of 
jaudanum. If she has been affected a iong 
time, give one ounce of Fowler’s solution of 
arsenic in a bran mash once a day for a 
month. If you shall conclude that it is cow 
pox, simply let it alone, ag she is not in 
milk, as it will get well of itself. Do not 
break the pimples. Rub the hard places in her 
bag with iodine ointment, which you can get 
at the drug store. 


HAND-POWER COTTON GINNING. 

R. L. R., Durham, N. C.—At least three- 
fourths of the farmers of the cotton belt of 
the United States arg smal) able to an 
limited means—not, financially able to run 
ginneries of any sort, not even horse-pow 
ginneries. This class of farmers pay a lafge 
percentage of their cotton crop to baits 
ginneries for putting thelr cotton into mar- 
ketable shape. This is a heavy tax upon 
them, to say nothing of the time consumed in 
hauling their cotton over rough roads tg often 
distant ginneries, the wear and tear of wagon 
amd team and sometimes loss in the market 
price of the staple by reason of the ginnery 
being unable to deliver in proper time during 
the crowded season to “catch the rise on an 
excited market,’’ etc. I belleve an idea has 
suggested itself to me, which, if developed 
into a practicability, would overcome these 
conditions and revolutionize the cotton indus- 
try among that class known as ‘'small] farm- 
ers.’ Jt is this: Let the cotton gin makers 
put upon the market sma)l gins, of emall 
capacity and low pmce—a gin light enough to 
bé& operated by man-power, and capable of 
turning out from one to five hundigd pounds 
per day of lint, with presses to match, mak- 
ing compact bales, say of from 100 to 250 
pounds weight, these bales to be covered with 
[such light material as an empty oat sack or 
bran hag would furnish, and tiles of baling 
wire like that used around bales of hay: and 
let these bales be of such size and compact- 
ness that 500 pounds of them would occupy no 
more shipping space than does our present 
§00-pound bale. By this arrangement the small 
farmer would be on an independent footing. 
so far as the ginning of his cotton Was con- 
cerned, besides the saving in the aggregate 
of some seven or eight millions of dollars per 
annum. At a giance, thie would seem a large 
sum; but when you consider the toll which 
they pay to the ginners, the seed in that toll. 
the waste in handling, the expense of trans- 
nortation from farm to gin, the stealage. etc., 
it is a low enough estimate. The mill man 
would like tuis arrangement, from thre fact 
that he would save so much fn the difference 
in the weight of bagging and ties compared 
with that now in us®@ The buyer of cotton 
would like it for the same reason, anid also, it 
being in small packages, he could sample 
closer and handle easier, and with less ex- 
pense. So, I can see no refsonable objection 
to this method, nowhere on the line from the 
farm to the gin, with the single exception of 
the custom ginner. I am a regular reader of 
your editorials and "arm ‘“rrespondence in 
The Constitution. Your denartment its a great 
educational medium for the farmers of the 
south. 

Answer-—I! take pleasure in giving your let- 
ter a place, but must dissent from your sug- 
gestions. It would ¢ertainly not pay farmers 
to undertake to gin thelr eotton ‘' by hand.”’ 
It would be a “revolution backward,’’ and 
om precisely the same line as a proposition to 
go back to the old-fashioned hand cotton 
cards and epinning wheels. The idea of a 
hand gin for ginning a crop of cotton is al- 
most ridiculous. Do you not know that it 
requires the united strength of five men to 
exert continuously the power of one horse? 
Think of five men working hard al! day long 
at a crank to gin one bale of cotton. Of course 
it might be done, and the same five men 
might also press the cotton Into tiny bales; 
but both would be done at a very great loss, 
Mule-power is much cheaper than human 
muscle; steam-power is cheaper still. I have 
always thought that the substitution of pub- 
lic ginneries in place of the old-style planta- 
tion gin house a very great improvement. 
Very shortly after the late War I rejoiced 
greatly when a public ginnery was put in 
operation within about One mile of my resi- 
dence. I immediately gave up my gin houee, 
sold my old gin arfd Gommenced patronizing 
the new enterprise, although I had been mak- 
ing from 40 to 50 bales of cotton per annum. 
With a two-mule team and one man and a 
boy, I found that I could hau! four bales of 
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back (including the seed) in one day; where- 
as at my own gin I could barely gin three 
bales per Gay, employing four mules, one man 
and two or three boys, leaving the baling stifi 
to be done.. I comsider the ginning process 
belongs to manufacturing, It is, in fact, the 
first step in the process of manufacturing, and 
it is well that the farmes got rid of tt. Your 
proposition is almost ag illogical as would be 
& suggestion that the farmers all supply 
themselves with hand-power oorn grist mills, 
and save the hauling to the mill and the pay- 
ment of tom. I must be permitted to say 
that, so far from agreeing with you that there 
is no reasonable objection to the plan you 
propose, I do not see a single thing to recom- 
mend it to the consideration of farmers. None 
but @ very large cotton planter can afford 
to operate a gin simply to gin his own cofton, 
unless compelled to do so because of the 
distance to a pubilo ginnery.

A STRANGE GROWTH. 

T. W. Patterson. Hartwell, Ga.—I have a 
cow which is affected with a hard and bony 
substance growing in several places qn the 
backbone, which seem to come from under 
the skin, and protrude through the skin, 
growing from 2 to 3 inches long. The man 
from whom I purchased her says thaf it wae 
caused by anointing her with turpentine and 
kerosene for lice. 

Answer—You are too hard for me this time. 
The occurrence of euch growths along the 
bao of a cow is something’ of whidh I have 
not before heard. can only suggest that you 
cut them off with a sharp knife and cauterize 
the place well. If it proceeds from or is at- 
tached to the backbone, you should dissect 
down to the bone and separate it as nearly 
as possible to ite point of attachment. 


BRUISED SHOULDDRS. 

F. A. 8., Clearwater, Mla.—I have a young 
horse injured from plowing with a collar too 
small or harness too t at top A swelling 
remains on each side of the neck since about 
three weeks, and remedies applied do not 
seem to reduce it. Kindly advise treatment 
to pursue, 

Answer—You do not say whether the swollen 
places are sore or tender or not. If they are, 
apply cold water to the swellings, twenty 
minutes gt a time, three times a day. After 
each bathing apply a solution of one-half 
ounce sugar of lead dissolved in one quart 
of water. It is well to @aturate a plece of 
woolen rag with the ftotion described and lay 
it over the withers so that it will be on the 
swellings. After the above treatment for three 
or four days, then mix together two drams 
of cantharides and one ounce of lard and rub 
some on with the fingers. After twenty-four 
hours, wash it off and grease with a lIittle 
clean lard. Repeat the blister every two 
weeks. The effect of this treatment will be 
either to hasten the formation of matter or 
scatter it. A fistula is the termination to be 
feared.

SPAVIN, PROBABLY, INSTEAD OF WIND- 
GALLS. 


Ss. J. C., Sonoraville, Ga.—I have a horse with 
large windgalis on his hind legs, and he fs 
lame in one leg about the postern joint. You 
can’t discover it when going down hill, but 
when going up hill he site the edge of hoof 
on ground and hig foot kind of jumps. 
Would windgalls make him lame? 

2. Give me remedy to remove them, if there 
is any sure remedy. 

3. Would «removing 
work? 

Answer—indgalle rarely appear on the 
hind legs and rarely lame a horse when they 
appear on the front legs. Your description ia 
not very full, but the symptoms ae far as 
described strongly indicate that it is a case 
of spavin, especially the circumstance that 
he puts the toe of the hoof firat to the 
ground and drops the hip on the opposite side. 

1. As already stated, windgalls do not often 
cause lameness, while spavins generally do, 
and often very severe lameness. 

2. Do not attempt to open Gr remove the 
knots, as that would complicate matters and 
make bad worse. 

But I am not certain it is spavin. You 
should descrfhe the location of the knots, 
how far below the hock joint, whether on the 
inside or outside of the leg, whether hard or 
soft, and how large. When the spavin is lo- 
cated some inches below the hock joint it 
may be cured in some cases. It is then called 
a “low spavin;'’ but when on the hock it- 
self, or but little below it, it {s a bad case.

WORMY HORSE; (2) BEST VARIETY 
OF COTTON. 

J. C. Davis, Swepsonville, N. C.—1. I have 
a young horse that ia very wormy; worms 1% 
inches in length; have tried worm powders 
and several remedies. Please let me know 
what to do for him and oblige a subscriber. 

? What is the best variety of cotton for 
middle North Carolina? 

Answer—l. The following is aie standard 
vyermifuge for horses and mules: Give as one 
dose, night and morning for one week, one 
dram each of tartar emetic and copperag and 
two drams of linseed meal. At the end of the 
week give a purge of one ounce of turpentine 
and one pint of raw lHnseed ofl. Repeat the 
entire treatment at the end of three weeks, 
in order to destroy worms that may have 
hatched out during the second and third 
weeks. Do not let the horse drink stagnant 
water—the principal source of worms. If all 
horses and mules were watered at the well 
there would be iittle complaint of worms.

Besides being 
used fOr candy, peanuts ure used in 
making oi] for the adulteration of olive 
oil in many of the Buropean countries. 
The peanut habit is growing all over 
the United States, and railroad men 
who have given the subject their atten- 
tion believe that in a short time Geor- 
gia will be Virginia's greatest rival.

To Build Stone Bridges. 


(From The New York Commercial.) 
Recently the Pennsylvania railroad bor- 
rowed $50,000,000 to improve the roadbed. This 
has led many to believe that a boom will 
result in the steel industry. A @reat part of 
this money naturally should be put into eteel 
bridges, steel rails, etc. But the facts are 
that it won't. In spite of the milHons of dol- 
lars the Pennsylvania system makes annu- 
ally from hauling steel and {fron products, 
with coke, coal, etc., the Pennsylvania com- 
pany is not tnterested in booming the steel 
trade. There are to be hundreds of bridges 
rebuilt along the Pennsylvania system between 
New York and Pittsburg. The roadbed has 
been straightened and will be made curveless 
wherever possible, but the-only steel usec 
will ba that of picks and shovels, stonemasc 
tools and the concrete builders’ rammer 
The Pennsylvania rajlroad, in rebuilding 
lines, will not erect steel bridges, but 
build conerete and stone culverts, aqued 
and stone bridges wherever the spans 
permit. Concrete and stone bridges d 
entail additional expense after they are 
Steel bridges constantly need repairing, 
ing and rebuilding.
